The site for the 2002 ACA conference is Mobile’s premiere Adam’s Mark 
Hotel. Located in the center of the downtown business and entertainment 
district, the hotel is situated with a perfect view of the Mobile River. The 
riverside park just outside the hotel makes a great atmosphere for 
enjoying a sack lunch packed by a number of surrounding restaurants. 

The hotel has gift shops, a restaurant, two lounges, a health club with a 
Jacuzzi, a jogging track which winds around the outside of the hotel, and 

24-hour room service. 


In addition to the hotel accommodations, Mobile enjoys a rich heritage 
and unique charm, ottering many historical attractions as well as modern- 

day activities. 

History buffs can enjoy the city’s illustrious past by beginning a tour at 

the official welcome center, Fort Conde, a reconstructed 1 8 -century 
French fort overlooking the Mobile River. From there, visitors can hop 
Mobile’s tour trolley for a two-hour narrated tour through the historic 
downtown district, traveling by the Alabama State Docks, Mobile s 
antebellum museum homes, the Museum of Mobile, which houses Civil 
War and African-American exhibits, and the reconstructed 1864 
submarine, the CSS Hunley. 

Complete the tour with a short drive across the causeway to Battleship 
Memorial Park, home to the World War II battleship USS Alabama and 
of military planes, including Clamity Jane, which includes a ride on an 
“all-too-realistic” flight simulator. 

If you’re into wildlife ventures, visit t ie Grand Oak Wildlife Park in 
North Mobile where wooded walkways take you to a menagerie of 
natural settings and home to animals from around the world. A short 
distance away is the \\ ildlife Expeditions Swamp Tours where you can 
board the Gator Bait for a tw o-hour tour into the swamps of Mobile Bay 
and the river deltas. If the name "Gator Bait" makes you a little nervous, 
you can board the 150-passenger Southern Belle at Bellingrath Gardens

for a fun and scenic 45-minute cruise on the Fowl River (the River of 
Birds). 

One of Mobile’s new est attractions is the Gulf Coast Exploreum 
Museum of Science and IMAX theatre. The 65,000 square-foot 
building houses more than 50 individual exhibits dedicated to scientific 
principles that govern our natural world. 

In addition. Mobile boasts of many golf courses, tennis center, antique 
malls, specialty shops, a number of traditional malls, and Alabama’s 
largest flea market with 800 booths under one roof.
